Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Rochester 
Town  School  District 

We  had  intended  last  summer  to  put  a  modern  jacketed 
heater  in  the  Branch  school  house  but  it  was  found  necessary  to 
open  a  school  in  district  No  16  and  on  account  of  this  added  ex- 
pense we  decided  to  leave  this  till  next  year.  This  school  house 
has  been  remodelled  somewhat  by  tearing  out  the  old  seats  and 
desks  and  putting  in  some  taken  from  West  Hill,  putting  on  a 
fresh  coat  of  paint  inside,  fixing  the  windows  and  underpinning 
and  building  a  new  outhouse  to  comply  with  the  law. 

We  now  need  jacketed  heaters  in  this  school  house  and  the 
one  at  the  Branch.  The  Corner  school  house  needs  painting  in- 
side and  shingling,  and  Maple  Hill  school  house  needs  shingling 
to  save  the  building. 

We  have  procured  three  sets  of  reference  books  cost  inn 
$122.50  which  are  to  be  paid  for  next  June
